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AS ONE FRIEND TO ANOTHER 

Hon. W. D. Herridge, Canada’s Minister to 
the United States, made members of the Ottawa 
Canadian Club sit up and gasp the other day 
when he said a few things about high finance 
and high financiers. Not because of what he 
said, but because he said it. 

Mr. Herridge happens to be a brother-in- 
law, and also an appointee, of Premier Bennett, 
owing his preferment—in the latter case of 
course—to the assistance he gave in electing the 
“T will end unemployment” Government in 1930. 
His hearers naturally wondered whether Mr 
Herridge was out to break up the family com- 
pact, as the outspoken Mr. Stevens has already 
mussed up the political formation. 

Forgetting these intimate relationships and 
ignoring the speculations to which his language 
invites, it has to be admitted that Mr. Herridge 
made a pretty fair job of describing the econ- 
omic situation that has developed in Canada 
under stress of the depression, and through the 
opportunities freely offered to wealthy and far- 
sighted men to profit themselves at the expense 
of their less fortunate fellows. 

Summarizing the state of affairs he asked: 
“Are those who are profiting like sweepstake 
winners to be congratulated as a group arbi- 
trarily chosen by Providence to be the benefi- 
ciaries of a system which just won't work any 
other way?” 

Whether or not that is how they should be 
regarded, there isn’t any doubt that this is about 
the way the matter has seemed to stand. as 
viewed by the mass who are outside the 
charmed circle. Except that the profiteers of 
deflation were not chosen by Providence, but 
by the Bennett Government. 

Canada’s money policy and trade policy 
during these interminable years have conformed 
to a nicety with the idea that to him that had 
much—more should be given, while from him 
who had little—should be taken away even that 
he had. Mr. Herridge’s question is timely of 
course, too timely to be tactful. Mr. Bennett 
will wonder what he meant by ‘spilling the 
beans” in this public way.

WHY ALL THE ALARM? 


Friend Journal is afraid ex-Alderman Baker 
has gone “red,” because in an interview urging 
the refunding of the city’s debt he was quoted 
as saying the Dominion Government had done 
some refunding which “required” bond-holders 
to accept a reduction of two per cent in interest 
rates. 

Nobody who was not concerned in finding 
a pretext to champion high interest rates would 
misunderstand what was meant. The facts are 
known to every newspaper reader. The Dom- 
inion Government has not “required” the hold- 
ers of “sacred” bonds to accept a reduction of 
two per cent or any other fraction. Nothing has 
been farther from Mr. Bennett's declared prin- 
ciples and consistent practice. 

So far as he can compel them to do so, with 
the more or less able assistance of the Journal, 
the taxpayers of Canada will have to pay the 
last cent named in the bonds; quite regardless 
of the patent injustice of the thing, of the 
willingness of bond-holders to accept a cut, of 
the precedent set by Great Britain and Austra- 
lia, and of the destitution into which Canadian 
taxpayers have been driven by the ruthless 
extraction from them of dear dollars to repay 
cheap dollars. 

No charge can lie against the Government 
of having done anything to spread the national 
depression loss around equitably, or to make 
the bond-holder take his fair share of it. The 
utmost the Dominion has done has been to float 
new loans to pay old ones at reduced rates of 
interest—rates still higher, by the way, than 
there was any necessity whatever of paying. 
That obviously was what the ex-Alderman 
meant, and what everybody understood to he 
the only thing he could mean in the circum- 
stances. 

Surely friend Journal cannot object to hav- 
ing it pointed owt that the Dominion has been 
doing its new borrowing at lower rates of in- 
terest than the old bonds carry? Its enthusiasm 
for the continued exploitation of the taxpayers 
of Canada can hardly go the length of wanting 
to deny the Government credit for borrowing 
at reduced rates? No other “sound money’ 
fanatic goes quite that far.

REACHING FOR CONTROL 


When the Bank of Canada opens for busi- 
ness it will begin its career as the custodian of 
$400,000,000 of assets belonging to the Dominion, 
and with power to issue currency up to $700,- 
000,000 without asking authority from Parlia- 
ment. Such vast powers were surely never 
before entrusted to a corporation whose share- 


ee

holders had staked only $5,000,000 of thir 
money in the enterprise. 

There is no cause for wonder if, as reperted 
from Ottawa, financial interests have been seek- 
ing to get control of the Bank through the 
election of directors with “sound” views on 
currency and credit matters. They would not 
be human if they didn’t try to do that, and our 
captains of finance have at least one human 
trait that is known and read of all men. They 
believe in Iqoking out for themselves. 

The objective of this drive for control is the 
note-issuing powers of the new central Bank. 
Whether it will issue that $700,000,000 of notes, 
or only part of the amount, will depend upon 
the directors. Whether the amount issued will 
remain constant or be periodically increased or 
decreased, will also depend upon the directors. 
They can use the note-issuing power to send 
prices up or down, to expand credit or contract 
it, according as they see fit. 

Who wouldn't like to centrol a bank of that 
kind? Only a blockhead could fail to see how 
he could use these powers for ‘the enrichment 
of himself and his business friends; and the 
financiers do not propose to help elect *block- 
heads to the directorate of the central Bank. 

These powers are too great to be entrusted 
to any private organization. The temptations 
are too great, and the public issues too vital. 
The money of Canada belongs to the people of 
Canada. It represents the wealth they produce. 
It is the life-blood of business. How much of 
it there is to be is a matter which they, through 
their parliament, have a right to determine. It 
is in their interests, and their interests alone, 
the money-creating power should be employed. 
They can never be sure that the power will 
be thus employed until the central Bank is made 
a department of government and its policy 
directed by parliament in the public interest. 

That the power to regulate currency and 
credit in the public interest has never been 
exercised by any government in Canada, but 
has been usurped by a small financial group to 
enrich themselves, is known to every thinking 
person in Canada. 

The people today intend to regain that con- 
trol and see that it is used in the public inter- 
ests. The folly of paying interest on our own 
money and credit to the most selfish group of 
individuals in Canada must stop. 


Forty Years Ago

The news of the terribly sudden death of Sir 
John Thompson came as a shock and surprise 
to every person in Canada. The occurrence 
which most unexpectedly left vacant the highest 
office in the gift and the highest place in the 
confidence of the people of this country, is that 
which strikes the mind most forcibly. Sir John 
Thompson's career as premier was short, but 
there are few who will say other than that the 
influence of his private example and public 
effort was for the general gocd. . Sir John 
Thompson lacked the genius which would have 
enabled him to inflame the minds of men 
against each other so that in the turmoil! he 
might keep his place of power, but he paid 
better attention to the actual duties of govern- 
ment on that account; and the consequence was 
that not only did the government perform its 
duties better than before, but the citizens, not 
being set by the ears and spending their time 
in putting or keeping the other fellows out of 
office, ceasing religiously to believe that the 
country was actually ruined or on the verge of 
ruin just es their party was out of power or 
might possibly be put out—have been turning 
their attention in more profitable channels, and 
the country has become sounder socially, politi- 
cally and financially during his too short term 
of office.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Wonder if St. James street and the Liberal 
moguls in the east have got over the shock of 
“Gerry” McGeer’s remarkable victory in his 
campaign for the mayoralty of Greater Van- 
couver? I'm recovering enough from the ex- 
citement to be able to put a few thoughte on 
paper in connection with that 
most significant campaign. 
That he would be elected and 
by a large majority was self- 
evident to any who had fol- 
lowed the campaign at all 
closely. There were bets that 
he would have a majority of 
eight thousand. The only 
person who made anything 
like a near guess to the actual 
result was “Gerry” himself, 
who predicted he'd have a 
majority of twenty thousand. But even he erred 
on the side of modesty. His actual majority ex- 
ceeded twenty-five thousand. Out of a total 
vote of 44,087—the largest ever polled in the 
coast city—and after deducting 588 spoiled and 
rejected ballots, the truculent money reformer 
from the west received 34,521 votes to the 8973 
given to the perennial office-holder whom he 
opposed. 

Because the vote was so overwhelming; be- 
cause Mr. McGeer has so many friends in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan; because the issue 
was one that every municipality in the west is 
facing, and because Mr. McGeer is to make a 
pilgrimage through the western provinces 
shortly, carrying the message of revolt against 
high interest rates, a few paragraphs about this 
remarkable Vancouver mayoralty contest may 
prove of wider interest.

In the first place, Greater Vancouver repre- 
sents approximately half of the total popula- 
tion of British Columbia, due to the fact that 
two-thirds of the population of the coast prov- 
{nee is settled on and around the Burrard penin- 
sula. The municipalites which comprise the 
Greater Vancouver area have within them a 
population of about 350,000 people. The vote 
represents a huge cross-section of British 
Columbia opinion. 

The contest was remarkable for two things. 
Mr. McGeer is a member of the B.C. legislature, 
representing one of the nine Greater Vancouver 
seats. It is considered a fatal barrier in a 
mayoralty candidate to hold a seat in the legis- 
lature, to which the mayor must often go, either 
hat in hand or club in hand, seeking favors or 
demanding rights. But not only was Mr. Mc- 
Geer a member of the local legislature; he did 
not conceal from the electors that it is his in- 
tention to run for the federal parliament in the 
next general election. He made no weak sug- 
gestion that if elected to Ottawa he would re- 
sign from the mayor's chair. On the contrary 
this remarkable candidate for office unfolded 
his plen to select an acting-mayor from the 
council to serve as presiding officer when he 
shall be absent upon parliamentary duties. 

I imagine that never before in Canada has 
a member of a legislature requested the voters 
of-a large city to meke him its mayor w hile he 
is planning to enter parliament. Not all the 
ridicule thet his opponent could hurl at this 
three-in-one public servant affected his onward 
march. 


The other remarkable thing is that though 
the city of Vancouver is over-ripe for a clean- 
up of the gambling joints, bawdy houses, blind 
pigs and blatant underworld that have thriven 
under the Taylor regime, Mr. McGeer—Oxford 
Grouper though he is—made only a cursory 
observation or two about this local aspect of 
his campaign. He let it be assumed that he 
stood for law enforcement and a clean city as 
a matter of course, and devoted himself exclu- 
sively to a monetary reform campaign, pledg- 
ing himself to head a western mayoral fighting 
force to demand a reduction of interest rates on 
municipal bond issues. 

Familiar as I have been with Mr. McGeer’s 
agitation for monetary reform, I scarcely real- 
ized how astounding such a platform would 
sound to an outsider. On election evening, by 
chance, I met two Edmonton ladies from the 
University set, and drove them through town 
to intercept the McGeer triumphal procession 
and obtain for them a squint at the flower- 
wreathed and brass-band-serenaded victor. 
Later I managed to crowd them to a place 
where they could hear the mayor-elect make 
acknowledgements of his victory 

It wasn't the ordinary bombast and ballyhoo 
of pest-clection glee. After a kindly word for 
his opponent and his long service, the mayor- 
elect said he accepted the great expression of 
popular opinion as an evidence that Greater 
Vancouver is behind him in his campaign for 
monetary reform, that the day has passed when 
people are content to close schools and deny 
public services that bond-holders may be paid. 
“My election,” he said, “symbolizes a demand 
for a new deal, not only in Vancouver, but 
throughout the country.” 

The professor's wife had listened in evident 
amaze. “But he’s not talking about Vancouver 
matters; he's talking about Canadian monetary 


reform,” she objected, 


The lady summarized the Vancouver mayor- 
alty election in that sentence of protest. It 
wasn't an election on the question of where the 
city hall shall be located, or whether street car 
fares shall be reduced or whether bawdy houses 
and gambling joints shall or shall not flaunt 
themselves on the downtown streets. This 46- 
year-old King’s Counsellor, who tells of the 
time when as a boy he traded milk for ginger- 
snaps to a corner grocer named H. H. Stevens, 
has got the lower mainland of British Columbia 
—half of Britsh Columbia—solidly behind him 
in a crusade against the blighting doctrine that 
money is more sacred than human wants, that 
the public credit is something that must only 
be used for the private enrichment of predatory 
wealth, that money must be kept scarce while 
schools close, families live in want on relief 
doles and able-bodied men must hive in eeli- 
bate rest camps or trudge the streets as pan- 
handlers. 

We shall cee what happens. Mr. McGeer is 
not the sort of orator who ends with orating. 
He has a fanatical passion for action. He will 
not wait idly for a federal election. He is get- 
ting the western mayors together for combined 
action, and he will campaign the western prov-

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Disorders of Women | SIDE GLANCES-—By Geo. Clark

If it were not for the diseases commonly 
found in women, many doctors would have to 
look for some other method of earning a living. 
Such illnesses are the cause of much nervous- 
ness, tiredness, and misery, however, they are 
nearly all preventable. There is no reason why 
women should suffer from a 
dragging-down feeling in the 
back, pain through the lower 
back, cramps, headaches, 
irritability, weakness, or an 
inability to stand very long. 
Most of these symptoms arise 
from wrong care and insuffi- 
cient knowledge. The effect 
of such troubles is not only to 
steal the health, but to inter- 
fere with happiness because 
of premature ageing. Too 
often such disorders are endured without being 
understood and with no treatment used to over- 
come them. It is not sensible to take a chance 
of losing health and youth when such ailments 
are often readily corrected. 


There is no reason for a woman to suffer 
from weakness or continual tiredness. When 
normal health is enjoyed, the woman has health 
equal to that of a man and is able to do heavy 
work with no bad after-effects. A friend who 
has just returned from Russia tells me that he 
took a trip on a Russian boat and that half of 
the boat crew were women, working right 
alongside of the men. ‘ 

Most women look forward with fear to the 
period between forty and fifty. This is a need- 
less fear if one is willing to take the trouble, 
to find the best dietetic and hygienic methods 
for preserving health and vitality. There is 
no need for the headaches, the hot flashes, the 
nervousness and irritability which so often 
accompany what should be about the best years 
in life. I have known many women of forty and 
fifty who learned to take care of themselves 
and who were charming, attractive, vigorous 
and full of life. I believe the mental attitude 
plays a most important part in retaining youth- 
fulness throughout life. One should learn to 
look forward with anticipation and to enjoy 
every moment of the present day, rather than 
spending time looking backward with regret. 
From middle age onward may be made the 
richest part of life. 

If the women who feel themselves declining 
would give their bodies a thorough dietetic 
housecleaning and develop a vigorous physical 
culture regimen and maintain a keen, clear 
mental attitude, they would start life all over 
again with a renewed interest and with the 
added value of all of the educating experiences 
which have ripened them during the early 
years. There may seem to be a natural ten- 
dency for stagnation but this must not be per- 
mitted. The circulation must be speeded up 
with suitable exercise and the patient must 
drink plenty of water and use a diet rich in 
food minerals and vitamins, furnishing a rea- 
sonable amount of protein and low in starches 
and sugars. It is often helpful just to cut down 
on the heavy foods you have been using and 
learn to eat lightly and in a common sense way. 


Healthful games are also helpful in promot- 
ing a keen interest in life. Golfing, swimming 
or hiking are all splendid for the middle aged 
woman. Do not neglect these healthful amuse- 
ments early in life but if you have done so, 
make the rest of your life worthwhile with 
every wholesome physical and mental pleasure.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss K. G. asks: “Do you con- 
sider that turkey and duck eggs can be used the 
same as hens’ eggs?” 

ANSWER: I recommend both turkey and 
duck eggs. The egg of the turkey is about the 
same in food value as that of the hen’s egg, 
however, the turkey egg is a little larger. The 
egg of the duck contains about 3 p.c. more fat 
than that of the hen. The duck egg also con- 
tains more sulphur than hens’ eggs and many 
people enjoy the duck. eggs because this added 
sulphur gives them a little different flavor. I 
believe that an average of about ten hens’ eggs 
per week is about right for the average person. 
In substituting turkey or duck eggs the right 
average would be seven per week. However, 
I advise that you cook any kind of egg by 
poaching, coddling or making it into an omelet, 
avoiding frying.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1741, one of the 
greatest of the world's explorers 
met a tragic death on an island 
in the North Pacific. 

Vitus Bering, born in Denmark 


| in 1681, joined the Russian navy 


in 1704, and in 1725 was sent by 
Peter the Great to explore the 
waters east of Kamschatka and 
examine the American coast. 
After a thre2-year journey over- 
land he reached the eastern shore 
of Siberia, built ships there, and 
in 1728 followed the coast line to 
the Arctic, proving that America 
was an island since it was not 
then united to Asia no matter 
what might have been in previous 
ages. 

His declaration that America 
was an island made him world- 
famous. On his return to St. Pet- 
ersburg he was feted and honored 
by both Russian and other scien-
